SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The classification of the magazine Mirage Vol. 2 No.8 is altered to: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the magazine is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The classification of the magazine is altered because the Classification Office believes 
that the magazine degrades, dehumanises, and demeans women and men to a high 
degree but only to a limited extent. The Classification Office is therefore of the opinion 
that the likely injury to the public good is insufficient to warrant the magazine being 
made totally unavailable. 

The magazine has a sustained focus on matters relating to sexual activity primarily 
explicit depictions of male to female sexual activity and photographs of women posing 
naked and in lingerie. The magazine is notable in that there are relatively few close- 
up images of women's genitals and there is a stronger full-body focus overall. The 
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magazine degrades, dehumanises, and demeans the women particularly by 
presenting them as sexually insatiable and as a set of sexual orifices. Such a 
representation of women is at its most extreme when Mirage Vol. 2 No.8 presents 
cropped images of anal intercourse. Because of the more predominant full-body 
images, the impact of the cropped images is limited. 

The magazine is classified as restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 
years because of the explicit depictions of sexual activity and the manner in which the 
magazine deals with issues relating to sexual activity. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been considered in classifying the 
magazine. The Classification Office is of the opinion that the classification of the 
magazine is a justifiable limit on the freedom of expression that is prescribed by law. 
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
